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NEW YEAR’S MESSAGE OF PREMIER KIM Il SUNG

We will continue to dash ahead 
vigorously, giving full rein to Chullima, 
and will make 1963 a year of new, great 
victory. 

1963 is a very important year in socialist 
construction in our country. This year we 
should make full preparations for radically 
improving the material and cultural living 
of our people in 1964-1965, further consoli- 
dating and developing the enormous suc- 
cesses scored in the conquest of the Six 
Heights. 

The important task facing heavy indus- 
try this year is to decisively shore up the 
mining industry, the first process of pro- 
duction. 

By concentrating investment on mining 
industry, we should further reinforce the 
technical equipment of all the collieries and 
mines, increase the production of coal and 
iron ore and excavate more of non-ferrous 
metal, rare metal and non-metal ores of all 
kinds. 

We should continuously and powerfully 
press ahead with the work of adding flesh 
te the backbone of the already-created heavy 
industry, normalise production and _ utilise 
to the fullest measure the heavy industrial 
bases we have already created. 

In the field of light industry, we should 
prepare all necessary conditions for turning 
out 300 million metres of fabrics in 1964, 
further consolidating the textile height of 
250,000,000 metres. We should rearrange 
the existing raw material bases, normalise 
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the production of raw materials and direct 
much efforts to creating new raw materia! 
bases. The technical equipment of light in- 
dustrial factories should be strengthened 
continuously and the work of mechanising 
and semi-automising the production proces- 
ses be energetically pushed ahead at the lo- 
cal industrial factories in particular. 

The fishing industry should further raise 
the proportion of fish in the output of marine 
products, maintaining the height of 800,000 
tons of marine products. 

More fishing boats should be built, the 
level of mechanisation in fishing work be 
enhanced and the work of processing 
marine products be strengthened all the 
more. 


__In the domain of rural economy, a strug- 
gle should be waged for producing three 
million tons of rice and 200,000 tons of meat 
in 1964 and turning out more oil-bearing 
crops and fibre crops needed for the en- 
hancement of the people’s living, firmly 
maintaining the height of five million tons 
of grain. The irrigation systems should be 
rearranged and expanded through the con- 
tinous undertaking of the nature-remaking 
work on an extensive scale and the mech- 
anisation and chemicalisation of rural eco- 
nomy be pushed ahead actively. The land 
arrangement work and land amelioration 
work should be carried out in a big way, 
the seed production work be strengthened 
and all farming technique be developed. 

The Fifth Plenum of. the Fourth Central 
Committee of the Party has advanced the 
basic tasks of the national economy plan 
for 1963 and clear-cut ways and means for 
implementing them. 
- The Seven-Year Plan period is a period 
for the technical revolution of our country. 
Unless technique is developed, a pros- 
perous and powerful socialist country can 
not be built nor can the people’s living be 
improved. The whole Party and entire people 
must be mobilised in the implementation of 
technical revolution. We must develop 
machine-building industry still more, wage 
technical innovation movement extensively, 
make use of all machines and equipment in 
an overall way and must all the more rein- 
force technical preparation and technical 
management. 

The weighty problem to be concentrically 
solved this year in the economic field is la- 
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bour administration. Labour shouid be ra- 
tionally allocated, labour organisation fur- 
ther improved, the flow of labour positively 
prevented and the level of the working peo- 
ple’s technique and skill be steadily ele- 
vated. Particularly, the labour force in rural 
areas should be held down, and factories, 
enterprises and offices should launch an ex- 
tensive farm-aid campaign for saving labour 
forces and dispatching them to the country- 
side. | 

In the dornain of capital construction one 
should not spread out projects, but build 
concentrically by focusing forces on impor- 
tant projects and a firm discipline of ful- 
filling construction plans without fail be es- 
tablished. For this departmentalism should 
be eliminated, the existing organisational 
system of construction organs should be re- 
arranged and the dispersed construction or- 
gans be organised in accordance with dis- 
tricts so as to use the construction forces 
concentrically; at the same time undertak- 
ing construction in a storm charge fashion 
or through campaigns should be brought 
to an end and construction work be fully 
normalised. 


The entire working people should find 
what is lacking and boldly produce new 
things, further displaying the revolution- 
ary spirit of self-reliance, powerfully wage 
the struggle for increased production and 
economisation, and make continued innova- 
tion and uninterrupted advance, courage- 
ously breaking through any difficulty and 
obstacle. “et 

For bringing about fresh upsurge in so- 
cialist construction, the work system of 
Daian, the advantage of which has already 
been proved in actual life, should be firmly 
established in all'realms, bureaucratism and 
formalism wiped out and the Chungsan-ri 
spirit and Chungsan-ri method be thorough- 
ly implemented. In all domains of the na- 
tional economy, we should strengthen the
